Washington, September 8.—(Special.)—In 
gite of the assurances of the administra- 
tion’s mouth organs, it looks very much as 
empromise legislation would be enacted 
in the repeal of the Sherman act. Mr. 
'faulkner’s amendment seems to have put 
the senate in more or less of a good humor. 
The silver senators who have not been 
'gfraid to fight have come out openly for 
the cause they have espoused and believe 
that Mr. Faulkner’s plan will finally be 
agreed upon by the senate. Of course, the 
gut-ami-out monometallists are opposed to 
the amendment, but they are a small mi- 
goriiy. At any rate a vote on the amend- 
pent will show whether those men who are 
pow posing as bimetallists are really such. 

656,000,000 a Year. 

Mr. Faulkner’s amendment provides a 
declaration by law that the government 
will exert its influence to place silver and 
god on a parity. It also provides for the 
additional coinage of silver dollars at the 
present ratio and at a rate of $3,000,000 a 
month until the aggregate of not less than 
$80,000,000 is reached. 

Mr. Faulkner made a bold and fearless 
speech in support of his proposition. The 
members of the chamber under the jnflu- 
ence of national banks and Wall street 
shrugged their shoulders, but the majority 
of the senate seem to think that the amend- 
ment is the keynote to the solution and a 
sdlution of the problem. One thing is be- 
coming clear and that js that the silver sen- 
ators do net intend to yield as readily as 
was supposed at first and that they intend 
to fight to the last ditch. resolute ang de 
termined, as Senator Morgan said to The 
Constitution correspondent last week. The 
senate is a very different body from the 
house. The minds of the members are 
made up and they cannot afford fo vasciliate 
an} be whipped into line, either by the ad- 
Ministration or Wall street.

1 think the proposition 
will be accepted by both houses with the 
assurances that it is the best compromise 
tobe had. All legislation is the result of a 
compromise jin the end. It is foolish for 
the gold men and those who are urging 
them to this extreme view, not to yield to 
the conditions.

SCATTERING THE PLUMS. 


Mr. Cleveland Senda in a Guod Batch of Nom- 
inations for Confirmation. 

Washington, September 8.—The president 
today sent to the senate the folowing nom- 
inations: Theodore Runyon, of New Jersey, 
ambassador extraordinary and plenipoten- 
tiary of the United States to Germany; 
Albert S. Willis, of Kentucky, envoy extra- 
ordinary and minister plenipotentiary of 
the United States to the Huwaiian islands; 
Henry M. Smyth, of Virginia, to be min- 
ister resident and consul general of the 
United States to Hayti; Elis Mille, of Vir- 
ginia, to be consul general at Honolulu; 
i S. Carroll, of Marvliand, to be consul 
general at Dresden, Germany. 

United States Consuls—George J. Willis, 
of Georgia, at Port Stanley and St. Thom- 
as, Canada; John R. Mobley, of Texas, 
at Acapuleo, Mexigo; Henry R. D. Mac- 
Ever, of New York, at Denia, Spain; 
(Gieorge Keenan, of Wisconsin, at Kehi, 
Germany; Henry C. C. Atwood, of New 
York, at Calais, France; Leopold Moore, 
of New York, at St. Christopher, W. 1. 
Also nineteen postmasters, a collector of 
revenue and aypraiser—all recess appoint- 
ments. 

Henry M. Smyth, of Virginia, nominated 
to be minister to Hlayti, is a well-known 
democrat of his state and has for some 
time been the editor of The Graham Mead- 
light, a democratic newspaper. Some time 
ago he was appointed consul to one of the 
Chinese ports, but the nomination, at the 
suggestion of thé state department, was 
held up by the senate, pending an effort 
on the part of the administration to get 
Smyth to consent to go to Hayti. He is 
very highly spoken of by the senators and 
members of the lower house from his stats. 

Kuis Mills, of Virginia, is a citizen of 
Lynchburg and went with Mr. Blount to 
Hawaii when he undertook bis mission as 
the special Commissioner of the president. 
Mr, Mills has become conversant with the 
affairs of the islands, and his nomination 
as consul general appears to be in the line 
of promotion. He was a state department 
clerk before he went abroad, and had acted 
a5 private secretary to Secretary Bayard, 
and the department thought that his expe- 
rience would make him the best man for 
the place. 

_ The nominafion of Theodore Runyon, of 

New Jersey, to be ambassador of the United 
States to Germany, is simply the elevation 
of his present rank of minister plenipoten- 
tiary to correspond with the change in this 
country of the German fegation to an 
envbassy. 

The momination' of ex-Representative 
Willis to be minister to Hawaii revives an 
interesting story showing upon what slen- 
der threads sometimes hang political suc- 
cess. ‘Mr. Willis was retired from political 
life as an outgrowth of an appointment 
made by President Cleveland during his 

‘st term. ; 
on Vhen Mr. Garfield was president he 
appointed Mrs. Thompson, widow of W. 
R. Thompson, and daughter of Rey. Al- 
exander Campbell, founder of the Campbell- 
ite church, to be postmaster of Louisville, 
Ky. She was retained by the Arthur ad- 
ministration, and when Mr. Cleveland 
came into power, the question of the re- 
moval or retention of Mrs. Thompson came 
to the front {n Kentucky politics as one of 
the burning questions of the hour. Repre- 
sentative Willis, backed by Senator Beck, 
favored the retention of Mrs. Thompson, 
and Senator Blackburn opposed it. ‘This 
caused a split in the party, and the nomi- 
nating campaign for the fiftieth congress 
coming on, The Courier-Journal took up 
Asher Caruth and supported him as its 
candidate in opposition to Mr. Willis, who 
was charged wth not being consistent in 
his democracy in supporting the widow of 
a repultican for preferment under a demo- 
cratic administration. This became the par- 
amount issue in that district and upon ft 
Mr. Caruth came to congress where he has 
since remained. 


“CATHOLIC EDUCATION” 


Was the Subject Discnesed by the Catholic 
Congress Yesterday. 


Chicago, September 8.—The next to the last 
day of the Catholic congress was given up to 
the discussion of CafSolic education, papers 
being presented by many of the most promi- 
nent educators of the church. One of the 
most interesting was that prepared by Brother 
Azarias. of Manhattan college, whose death 
occurred some months since. Right Rev. 
John J. Keane, rector of the Catholi¢ uni- 
versity of America, delivered the opening ad- 
dress on “Catholic Higher Education,” saying 
that its object was to prepare men for the 
three great studies—nature, man and God. 
Maurice Francis Egan, of the University of 
Notre Dame. Ind,, discussed the “Needs of 
Catholic Colleges.’’ and Right Rev. John T. 
Murphy, of the Holy Ghost. college. of Pitts- 
burg, talked about “Catholie High Schools.” 

The session concluded with an interesting 
account of the Catholic exhibit at the fair by 
Brother Ambrose, to whose able management 
the favorable showing is due. The atten- 
Mance at the congress has been well maintain- 
ed throughout the week, and it is the univer- 
sal verdict it is one of the most enecess- 
ful denominational gatherings ever held.

JOY IN BRUNSWICK. 


All the World, Except Savannah, Pre- 
sents Open Gates to Her, 


SHE [8 NO LONGER UNDER BAN 


All Danger from Yellow Fever Be- 
lieved to Be Over There. 


DR. BRUNNER DOES NOT RELENT 


He Considers It His Duty to Be Cautious 
Until Frost Comes—Bad Feeling 
Between the Two Cities. 


Brunswick, Ga., September 8.—(Special.) 
Aroused by the action of Brunswick's coun- 
cil yesterday, the government officials real- 
ized the mistake they were making and the 
extreme injustice done to this city in wait- 
ing to consult the Savannah»+@uthorities. 
Today they atoned for their mistake by wir- 
ing Surgeon General Wyman to order the 
quarantine against Brunswick raised, as 
all danger was. over. The cities and 
towns of Georgia promptly raised their 
quarantines, releasing Brunswick from her 
barriers and once more giving her people a 
fighting chance for life and business. 

The majority of the 4,000 people here now 
are laborers and many of their families are 
receiving help from the relief committee. 
In a few weeks their work will be resumed 
and the battle for bread will be more equal- 
ized. Help, however, will be needed for 
them for several weeks yet and contribu- 
tions will be gratefully received. 

Sereon Dr. Brunner. 


Dr. Brunner, Savannah’s health officer, is 
quoted in telegrams from there as being de- 
termined to maintain quarantine against 
Brunswick. The narm such actigm will do 
Brunswick will be nothing. Brunswick 
is Savannah's business rival, but it is not 
believed here that the maintenance of quar- 
antine will be permitted by Savaunah. 

The government surgeons have declared 
Brunswick free from disease and their state- 
ments can be relied upon. Surgeon Ma- 
gruder is here to wind up the government's 
affairs. The government sent $15,000 here 
for the surgeons to draw on for expenses 
and they will be able to pay all bills con- 
t#acted. 

Surgeon Hutton was better today. Dr. 

. ©. L. Burford has been appointed as- 
sistant marine hospital surgeon and has 
taken charge of Brunswick’s quarantine. 
He will remain at quarantine permanently, 
but will be allowed to return_to.the city 
after frost. His appointment is generally 
endorsed. He is thoroughly qualified to 
discharge the duties devolving upon him.

WILL NOT RELAX. 


Dr. Brunner Says Savannah Will Maintain 
QOaarantine Until Frost. 


Savannah, Ga., September 8.—(Special.) 
When asked for his opinion of the indigna- 
tion meeting today at Brunswick and the 
manner in which his name was greeted 
Giuteras suggested a consulta- 
tion with him regarding the raising of 
7 aenrentine, Health Officer Brunner re- 
plied: 

‘Their indignation, conduct and threats 
against me are wasted. have par no 
attention to Brunswick's feelings in the 
matter at any time and do not propose 
to consider them now. Everything I have 
done has been stricly in the line of duty 
to the people of Savannah, whose health 
interest are to a large extent in my hands. 
No cabal in Brunswick or any other point 
can swerve me from the path plainly marked 
by that duty.

“IT do not want any consultation with 
Brunswick's oflicials about raising the quar- 
antine. Of course I cannot put on or 
raise a quarantine without the sanction of 
the sanitary board, but I will oppose any 
removal of quarantine restrictious upon 
Bruuswick until frost. It is sheer non- 
sense for the people to say because fifteen 
days have passed without the discovery 
of any new cases of yellow fever that 
all danger of the reappearance of the plague 
is passed. The danger is there and will 
be there until frost makes its appearance. 
1 received information this morning from 
Brunswick which I alone can make use of, 
and which, if anything, tends to determine 
me upon a reinforcement of the, quarantine 
rather than a relaxation. I only wish I 
could make this information public, but it 
comes in a way which compels me to keep 
it quiet.”’

‘The 
governor also directed Chairman Barnwell 
of Charleston, to purchase $79 worth o 
supplies apd send them to the white suf- 
ferers at Ridgeville, Jddisto island, and 
draw on him for the money.

GRESHAM ACTS PROMPTLY. 


Did Not Wait for Official Notification @ the 
Brazilian Revolt. 

Washington. September 8.—Secretary Gres- 
ham decided this morning not to wait longer 
for official notification that a revolution had 
broken out in Brazil and he accordingly sent 
a cablegram to Minister Thompson, who 
is supposed to have reached Rio de Janeirv 
by this time, instructing him to concur in a 
general diplomatic remonstrance against the 
burdensome interference with the foreign 
commeree of Brazil through ‘the suspeusion of 
telegraphic communication. — 

This dispatch was sent in accordance with 
a partial promise made by Secretary G;resham 
yesterday to the New York coffee exchange 
which intimated that Brazil was discriminat- 
ing against American trade. 

This afternoon it was determined by the

Will Prevent a Bombardment. 

Paris, September 8.—A dispatch from Rio de 
Janeiro says, that, at the instance of the 
French commander, the foreign admirals in 
Brazilian waters have decided to prevent the 
bombardment of the city by the revolutionary 
squadron. 

Under Fighting Orders. 

New York, September 8.—The Herald's Val- 
paralso, Chile, correspondent cables: The lat- 
est advices received here from the seat of the 
revolt in Brazil state that the artillery in the 
fortress of Santa Cruz, which commands the 
entrance to the bay, is under fighting orders 
and will not now await an attack by the 
squadron, as was first intended, but will open 
fire upon the men of War if they come any- 
where within range. 


HOME RULE REJECTED. 


The House of Lorda Divided at Midnight 
Adversely tothe Bill. 


London, September 8.—Although it was 
genetally understood that the house of 
lords would reject the home rule bill to- 
night, the house did not fill up until after 
the dinner hour, popular interest centering 
in the speech of the marquis of Salisbury, 
woh Was not expected to rise until towards 
midnight. In the meantime Baron Nalis- 
bury, Baron Herschell, Baron Monkswell 
and the bishop of Ripon had spoken to 
half empty benches. 

After 9 o'clock the scene outside and 
inside the house livened up as members and 
visitors began streaming in. The peers, 
straugers and, diplomatic galleries showed 
few vacant seats. Conspicuously occupying 
a portion of the house were twenty-two 
bisaeps attired in their capacious robes 
with lawn sieeves. Tne archbishop _ of 
Cunterbury, toe wshop of London, the 
bishop of Oxford and every notable church 
dignitary were present. Members of the 
house of commons crowded the accesses 
and standing room around the throne. 
The lobbies heid so many people that they 
were impassable until tne police received 
orders to cieur them. 

Outside the pariiament houses organized 
bands from conservative workingmen’s 
clubs, especially formed to incite a jubilant 
demonstration on the rejection-of the home 
rule bill, began to assemble at 10 o’ciock. 
Some hint of their intention having reached 
the radical workingmen’s clubs and Irish 
societies, small detachments of these soon 
appeared on the scene. As a brawl was 
feared, the police having been reinforced, 
broke up the different groups and kept them 
moving. Many of the tory clubmen 
tinding their ovation scheme balked, then 
cleared off and the crowd outside dimin- 
ished as time passed without the annvunce- 
ment of a division. 

Lord Salisbury, seizing a chance during a 
momentary pause, rose at 10:30 o'clock 
amid rapturous cheers and began his speech. 
Lord Salisbury said he felt that there 
Was some satisfaction in occupylirg the po- 
sition he did—that of the last person to 
speak against home rule in the course of 
the present session. But, although it was a 

ysition of much distinction, it had many 
inconveniences. In particular the ground 
of debate had been so fully occupied that 
there was little new left for him to say. 
Throughout the debate one question con- 
stantly present in his mind was: Why 
had the government introduced such a bill? 
On this point the house had received no 
sufficient enlightenment. What appeared to 
shine through all the argument was that 
home rule was a policy of despair. The 
liberals. had.said: ‘You have failed; we 
do not know how to succeed, but we will 
try something that nobody has tried be- 
fore. What moral or political right had 
any government to embark on such an 
experimental policy in Ireland, divided to 
its base by party conflicts, which during 
seven centuries English rule had rather 
increased than diminished. 

Lord Salisbury spoke for an hour and a 
quarter. His conclusion was marked by 
quiet eloquence. Some signs of waning 
vigor were noticed in him, but these are 
in part at least attributed to the oppressive 
heat in the chamber. 

The earl of Kimberly, lord president of 
the council and secretary of state for In- 
dia, briefly replied to Lord Salisbury. | 

The lord chancellor then put the motion 
for the second reading of the bill. He 
eaused some sentiment by crying: “I think 
the contents have it. Very loud and de 
termined was the rival cry: “The non- 
contents have it.” 

‘The Division at Midnight. 


The house divided at midnight and the 
result was the rejection of the motion by 
a vote of 419 to 41. sh 

The marquis of Waterford voted sitting 
and the earl of Galloway voted while lying 
at full length on a bench. Lord Headley 
returned from a hunting expedition on the 
Zambezi river in order to be able 40 vote. 
All the bishops went with the majority. 
‘he announcement of the result was re 
eeived with laughter and some cheering. 

The house was then cleare@of spectators 
and adjourned immediately. 

Outside of the building the police had 
kept a free circulation during the evening. 
At midnight a «distinctive unionist demon- 
stration was held, consisting in the flour- 
ishing of the union jack, the singing of 
patriotic songs and cheering for Lord Salis- 
Raney. the duke of Argyle, and Joseph Cham- 
berlain. Skyrockets were sent up from the 
precincts of the house and the answer 


greeted with ringing cheers.

The Safe Left Empty by the Robbers—Sever 3 
Arrests. 

Akron, O., September 8.—The office of the 
Adams Express Company was entered last 
evening about 7 o'clock during the absence of 
Agent Eliott and the safe stripped of its 
contents. The safe had been left with tbe 
day lock only, and contained $5,000 sent by 
the city to pay bonds, and the receipts of the 
day, amounting to about $1,000. Early this 
morning officars arrested ‘Skates’?

He Sees in It Merely a Cloak Behind 
Which the Advocates of a Single 
Standard Are Hiding. 


Washington, September 8.—(Correspond- 
ence from the Gallery.)—It is a duil mo- 
ment here. Legislation is leaning back in 
its big rocking chair fanning itself heartily. 
Possibly something important is about to 
happen, but there is no expectation on the 
face of legislation, nor on the faces of those 
who must be used to these moments when 
our great men sit and smile at each other. 
Taking advantage of this brief intermission 
my mind. runs back to the negro porter on 
the Pullman car. He is by all odds one of 
the most accomplished and progressive col- 
ored gentlemen I have ever known. He 
found me out in some way, and he literally 
overwhelmed me with attention. He had 
been employed by Henry Grady, and he 
bad lived in Atlanta. These were the links 
that bound him to me. He was full of infor- 
mation and good will. I discovered that 
he was born at Ocala, Thomasville, Jones- 
boro and Little Rock. He is a married 
mun, too, baving a wife at New Orleans, 
at Montgomery and at Macon; and next 
week he is to be married in Jersey City. 
The Lord knows I wish him well. He is 
a modern illustration of the Zulu prov- 
erb that “true love has a long arm and a 
bad breath.”” When he talked of Henry 
Grady his eyes filed with tears and when 
a living man, black or white, tearfully 
remembers one who has been dead several 
years, I think he should be allowed great 
latitude in the matter of birth and mar- 
riage.

I am not here to send you the news. 
That feature is in more skilful and more 
capable hands. I am here merely as an 
observer to whom these fields are fresh— 
fresh, but not fascinating. They do not 
need to be fascinating. Observations that 
are just—that run to _ interpretation— 
need to be cold-blooded. That which 
is on the surface you will’ get 
plenty of in the ordinary course 
of your news service. I shall look for that 
which lies below, giving, if possible, such 
hints as will enable your readers to discov- 
er for themseves what is between the 
lines of the news that goes forth from here 
over the wires. 

The correspondents hete are too busy to 
take it to pieces. They have too much to 
do, It is feat enough for them if they can 
get all that is going and get it off betimes 
so that the irritable managing editors of 
the land shall have no cause’ of complaint. 
If a correspondent here were to undertake 
to interpret the news—to add to it what 
he really knows—his chief sources of infor- 
mation woud be instantly closed to him, 
and his only resource would be to become 
a polit:cian—I will not go so far as to say 
an office-seeker. 

The cable cars make a great to-do as 
they go whirling by, and even after they 
have passed there are roarings and rum- 
blings as if fermentation were going on in 
the bowels of the streets. There are men 
in the tunnel who know what it all means, 
and they are to be regarded as privileged 
characters. It is even so with the news- 
pauper correspondents. The juggernaut of 
legislation whirls along, crashing over 
public opinion, running counter to public 
expectation, and the correspondents are 
the privileged few among the spectators 
who know the secrets of the machinery 
i on the motive power.

An old-timer here, who has let his philoso- 
phy run to seed, says that the building is 
a very big affair to have 
supplied food and shelter and 
momentary notoriety to so many small 
men. “How many of those who have had 
their feeding-grounds in this tremendous 
manger,” he gravely asked, “can you re- 
member without knocking your head against 
the wall, or going to the books?” TI made 
no reply, preferring to let the old fellow run 
on in his reminiscences. Yet the answer is 
plain. The republic is not thade up of great 
men, and those who fashion jt and give it 
flavor. do not have their names in the news- 
papers, not even in that powerful compen- 
dium, The Record, and are scarcely serrated 
bered in the able typewritten prayers that 
are sent heavenward by the chaplains of 
the two houses, 

Yet it must not be supposed that I am 
blind to the true magnificence of the great 
building, nor to the causes that have mar- 


| made in our form of government. Jobbery 


has placed its powerful hand om one, aud 
class legislation has placed its more power 
ful hand on the other. There is an inter- 
nal correspondence between architecture and 
politics that need not be imsisted on here. 

The trouble here now—the contention 
that is today going on in the senate—is 
over class legislation of the most violent 
sort. It ig a naked attempt to legislate in 
behalf of the money power that has its res- 
idence in the east, and against the prosperi- 
ty of the people, and in this contest the 
people are feebly represented, indeed, se 
far as numbers are concerned. 

Not very long ago, when the finance come 
mittee was organized, as was supposed and 
believed, on the lines of the democratic plate 
form, there was a great outcry at the east.., 
The papers of that section declared that for 
thirty years the senate finance committee 
had been organized in defense of.the pro- 
tected and moneyed interests of that section, 
and they warned those interests that the 
time and come to bestir themselves. Just 
how active the east has been may be seen 
in the present complexion of the senate 
finance committee. When organized it was 
for the free coinage of silver in accordance 
with the desires of the democratic voters 
of the country and the pledges of the 
democratic platform. At present, the 
finance committee is in favor of—well, for 
the sake of politeness, I will call it bimetal- 
lic goldbuggery. And John Sherman, the 
agent and mouthpiece of the east, is as 
much the mainspring of legislation as he 
ever was. ‘Those who stand for democrat- 
ic principles and democratic pledges are as 
largely in the minority in congress today 
as they were in 1890 when an effort was 
made to fasten the force bill-on the country 
in 1890. 

: IV. 

And this reminds me, when the force 
bill was pending jm the senate after it had 
passed the house, the democratic minority 
Was urged to stand against it to the last. 
Why? Beause it was a menace to the peo. 
ple’s rights, and interests; because it was 
the attempt of a political organization to 
perpetuate its power by means of class 
legislation. If any democrat among the 
minority had flickered for a moment, or 
even given it as his opinion that the major- 


| ity, being reponsible for legislation, ought 


to have the opportunity to carry out its 
designs, he would have lost his standing in 
the party. He would have been tabooed. 
And yet the force bill, as any well-informed 
person will tell you, was a mere political 
bugaboo, inherently futile, and, in the na- 
ture and essence of things, inoperative. 
Senator Joseph E. Brown demonstrated this 
in a letter to The Constitution when ex- 
citement in regard to the force bill ran 
high. He showed in his plain, common- 
sense way that such a political measure as 
the Davenport bill defeated its own end. 

But here is a measure of infinitely more 
importance than the force biill—a measure 
that will effectually demonetize silver by 
reviving the Sherman law of 1873—a 
practical confiscation of hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in the value of property 
and in the prices of products—and yet the 
democratic minority are told that it will be 
disgraceful to fillibuster against a measure 
of repeal that promises no relief to the 
people in any shape or form, and that is 
framed for the sole purpose of carrying 
out the demands of the banking and money- 
lending interests of the east. 

In my opinion, if the democratic party is 
worth saving at all, it is worth saving now. 
If the jnterests of the people stand for 
anything whatever, as against the interests 
of the monied men of the east, they are 
worth standing for here and now in opposi- 
tion to this ruinous measure that contem- 
plates the repeal of the Sherman jaw and 
nothing else. I am aware that The Con- 
stitution is not opposed to unconditional 
repeal in order to clear the decks and place 
the question of bimetallism on its merits. 
I am, therefore, speaking for myself only 
when I say that it was never more neces- 
sary—not even when the force bill was 
pending—for the democratic minority in 
the senate to stand firm against the de 
mands of the goldbugs and pretended bi- 
metallists. Only those who are permitted 
to talk in an intimate way with senators 
can have any Mea of the amount of pres 
sure and the extent and character of the 
influence that have been brought to bear on 
the representatives of the people here to 
induce them to vote for unconditional re- 
peal. This fact of itself ought to be a suf- 
ficient warning to those who can see in 
unconditional repeal nothing more than 
a step in the direction of bimetallism. If 
unconditional repeal were not an attack on 
the prosperity of the people, if it did not 
lead directly and inevitably to the utter @e- 
monetization of silver—we should not see 
allied in %&s behalf the bank syndicate, the 
amoney-lending interests, and the republican 
party led by John Sherman and Thomas 
B. Reed. 

“Bimetallism!’ I am sick- of the word. 
Under cover of it the whole combination 
of bankers, money lenders and Wall street 
speculators are urging unconditional repeal ., 
They will make no compromise; they have 
no other programme. “Just give us uncon- 
ditional repeal and go home.”’ Those who 
are standing up for ¢he people have no 
influence at dourt. They do not have 
the ear of the adminiatration. The benefits 
of patronage are not for them, nor for those 
of their constituents who too heartily en- 
dorse their position. 

Mr. McCreary. of Kentucky, is, I im- 
azine, a type of the true bimetallist. [ 
am told he announces he is in favor of 
bimetallism because he believes bimetal- 
lism to be an impossibility. It may be 
that his brother congressmen do not quote 
him correctly. But it seems to be a fact 
that all who favor the demonetization of 
silver, whether they are from Kentucky 
or Maine, call themselves bimetallists. 

One great trouble is that those who are 
in favor of the free coinage of silver are 
always in favor of some sort of compromise 
in both legislation and argument. Hence, 
we had the Bland bill and now the Sher 
man law, with a prospect of a revival of 
the law of 1873. So in argument. When 
a golibug declares that the free coinage of 
silver will drive out gold and establish the 
silver standard, the free coinage man is 
inclined to hum and haw and make pre- 
dictions. ‘The answer is that the single Bil- 
ver standard jis better a thousand times 
for the prosperity of the people and the 
industrial progress of the country than the 
single gold standard. As between the two, 
the single silver etandard is infinitely pre- 
ferable. As Mr. Balfour and all scientific 
bimetallists say, a depreciating standard is 
far better than a standard of values that 
is constantly appreciating. Therefore, if 
we are to have but one standard, by all 
means let it be silver, 80 that the people may 
enjoy the fruits of their labor and the 
profits of their industry. I am only running 
into argument in order to get myself used 
to the situation. here, which is full of re 
sounding

SENATORS STILL SPEAKING. 


& ‘Little Spat Between Senators Voorhees 
and Hale. 


Washington, September 8.—Speeches from 
Gemocratic senators in the senate today on 
the repeal bili were made by Messrs. Faulk- 
Ger of Virginia, Turpie of Indiana and Jones 
of Arkausas. All of them were in favor of 
the repeal of the Sherman act, but coupled 
with the condition that sliver should be re- 
stored to the position which it occupied prior 
to the demeonetzation act of 1873. 

After Mr. Jones, the last spexker, had taken 
bis seat there was al awkward pause. No 
Senaior Tose to continue the «discussion, al- 
though it had been arranged that@ur. ‘Veller 
Was to be the next speaker. Then as a sug- 
gestion was made tv proceed to executive 
business, Mr. Hale, republican, of Maine, 
made a short speech, in which he suggested 
that Mr. Voorhees should notmconsent to so 
early an adjvurument. It was then 3:40 
o'clock p. m., but he should require senators 
to go on with the discussion until a reason- 
able hour for adjournment. 

This speech aroused the indignation of the 
Indiana senator. He regarded it in «he light 
of an impertinent lecture and resented it in 
strong lauguage. 

Mr. Hale protested that he had spoken only 
in the interest of Mr. Voorhees, whose fidel- 
ity and earnestness he recognized. 

Messrs. Dubois and Teller also had some- 
thing to say. 

Mr. Faulkner on the Floor. 


After that incident the senate proceeded to 
executive. business, and at 4:00 o'clock ad- 
journed. 

The silver bill ws aken up at 1:30 o’clock 
on moton of Mr. Voorhees, without objec- 
tion, Mr. Faulkner being the first to take the 
floor. Mr. Faulkner said that tue dcmocratic 
party no longer occupied the attitude of a 
minority party. ‘The csesponsibllities of the 
government had bern transferred to its should- 
ers, and it should see that its conclusions were 

ded by sentiments of the highest patriot- 
sim. It was oue of the duties of the congress 
to promptly repeal those sections of the Re- 
vised Statutes which made possible a career 
80 distasteful to the American people as that 
of Johnnie Davenport. Such a repeal would re- 
lieve the burdens resting upon the people and 
place it beyond the power of any future ad- 
ministration by federal interference to shape 
and dominate the political complexion of the 
legislative branch. Many of the causes which 
have undermined public confidence could be 
traced, in bis judgment, to events which have 
occurred in policies inangurated beyond the 
boundaries of the republic. These causes 
which he enumerated. were, Ma. Faulkner 
thought, more tnfluential in producing the re- 
sults, to remedy which congress had been 
called together, than the rurchasing clause 
of the act of 1890. While he did not believe

THE RESULT OF A NASHVILLE SCHEME 


The Unconditional Repeal Merchants Have 
a Meeting Which the Free Silver -: 
Merchants Capture and Control. 


Nashville, ‘Tenn., September 8,—(Special.) 
A remarkable meeting was held last night 
by the business men of Nashville. It was 
funny in its inception, funny in its pro- 
ceedings and furny in its result. It was 
a genuine stem-winder, and if the Louisiana 
cyclone had struck the meeting it would 
not have created as much consternation as 
did the successful raid of the business men 
bimetallists of Nashville. 

In the papers of the day before a call 
was made for a meeting of all the business 
men of Nashville at the Merchants’ ex- 
change “for the purpose of petitioning our 
representatives in the United States senate 
to vote for the bill now pending in congress, 
repealing the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man law.” 

The call then went on to state distinctly 
that the. meeting was for all those who 
favor the unconditional repeal of the Sher- 
man law, but it became generally rumored 
about the city that such action, if taken, 
by the business men would be sent to the 
country as the voice of the business men 
of Nashville, though the movement in fact 
was started only by a few of those who 
favored the unconditional repeal of the bill 
now pending fn the senate. 

The Beginning of a Surprise Party. 


But the free coinage democrats concluded 
that they would take a hand in the aftair 
to prevent being misrepresented, and when 
the meeting assembled at 4 o’clock the un- 
conditionalites were astonished to find a 
large array of some of the most prominent 
business men of Nashville, many of whom 
were known to be straightout for free coin- 
age. Those who had gotten up the meeting 
and who had been working on it for a day 
or two, saw that they were caught in their 
own trap and there was some talk about 
adjourning immediately. But the others 
advised that the business be proceeded with, 
hoping to be able to carry things their way, 
as they believed the silverites had not come 
to interfere, but simply to look on and take 
notes. ‘The repealers reckoned without 
their host, as subsequent developments 
showed. ‘lhe silverites absolutely captured 
the convention, and-but for the Reed-like 
rulings of Chairman Dibrell they would 
have not only defeated the object of the 
call, but would have taken charge of the 
meeting and jnstructed the senators to vote 
for free coinage. 

Among the free coinage men present were: 
Messrs. Noah W. Cooper, L. Kk. Taylor, 
Quintard Jones, Jerry Billings, Percy Kin- 
nard, James Brown, Daniel Phillips, Eli 
Thomas, George S. Kinney, J. M. C. Linds- 
ley, J. H. McPhail, Colonel Thomas Alli- 
son, EK. K. Bishop and J. M. Hamilton. 

On the other side of the question were: 
Messrs. James H. Yarbrough, W. W. Berry, 
J. W. Hart, O. H. Hight, R. H. Dudley, 
George M Jackson. W. C. Dibrel, C. A. 
Locke, J. Matt Williams and some others, 
Among the other gentlemen present the 
silver men claimed the majority. 

Having decided to proceed with the meet- 
ing Mr. J. H. Yarbrough nominated Mr. 
W. GC. Dibrell to be chairman. This was 
not opposed and Mr. Dibrell was elected. 

tow the Meeting Was Captured. 

The fun started at once. Mr. Yarbrough 
moved that a committee of three be appoint- 
ed to draft resolutions and that this com- 
mittee report at a meeting to be held the 
next afternmgon. 

This motion was put and voted down by 
about two-thirds, but Chairman Dibrell 
got in his work and declared the motion 
carried. The chairman appointed Messrs. 
J. H. Yarbrough, W. W. Berry and G. M. 
Jackson. 

immediately Mr. Quintard Jones came for- 
ward and read the following resolutions, 
which he moved to be adopted: 

In view of the well-known fact that the 
Sherman law of July 14, 1890, was a make- 
shift to delay the free coinage of silver; and, 
in view of the fact that the volume of our 
currency has not been increasing as rapidly 
as it should: and in view of the fact that the 
unconditional repeal of the Sherman iaw will 
cut off the main source of increase of our 
currency at a time when a healthy increase 
is most needed; and in view of the fact that 
the Sherman law is condemned, not for in- 
creasing the currency, but fopdts bad method 
of increasing it; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the repeal of that law should 
be accompanied by some enactment which will 
provide for that sound and healthy increase 
of currency which is admitted to be our coun- 
try’s need. 

This motion was seconded by half a dozen 
of Mr. Jones’s followers. 

Mr. G. M. Jackson said that the call for 
this meeting expressly provided that it was 
for all who favored the unconditional repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sherman act, 
and he disputed the right of others to come in 
antec resolutions such as were just 
read. 

The Slip Between the Cup and the Lip. 


Then the fun began in earnest, and the 
free coinage democrats simply took charge 
of the meeting and showed that they were 
ready to pass Mr. Jones’s resolution by an 
overwhelming majority. Mr. Jones made 
an enthusiastic free coinage speech, and 
was interrupted by Mr. J. art, who 
sprang to his feet and declared that he 
“did not come here to hear that sort of 
speech-making.” Mr. Jones continued in 
the midst of the most enthusiastic applause 
and after he finished Mr. Eli Thomas move 
to adopt the resolution. He was about to 
“get there Eli” in great shape when Mr. 
Jackson, determining to have nothing fur- 
ther to do with the meeting, led a march to 
the door, and the minority contingent of 
the meeting, followed by the chairman, who 
declared that the meeting was adjourned, 
rushed pell mel to the door, leaving three- 
fcurths of the business.men present jn un- 
disturbed possession of the meeting, which 
proceeded to business. Mr. J. M. Hamil- 
ton was chosen chairman. Qn taking the 
chair he proceeded to define his position, 
declaring in favor of free coinage. He 
said he expected to be a silver man so long 
as a poor man can take a quarter and buy 
a dinner that will appease his hunger. He 
said silver was the money of every nation 
it had been the money of the ancients and 
he thought it would be a heinous offense 
for congress to demonetize it. This ques- 
tion was the only one on which he and Mr. 
Cleveland ever split. He said the differ- 
ence between the panie of 1837 and the 

anie of today was this: In 1837 the 
banks broke and the money was lost, while 
in 1893 the oops was so pee that it was 
being hoarded. e thought there should 
be an elastic currency, and the lack of elas- 
ticity was the trouble now. There was no 
elasticity in the system of currency and 
the result was the banks could not accommo- 
date the people and crops could not be 
moved.

MOVEMENT OF COTTON. 


Secretary Hester’s First Report of the New 
Jommercial Year. 

New Orleans, September 8.—According to 
Secretary Hester’s New Orleans Cotton Ex- 
change report, issued today, the mew com- 
mercial year of 1893-04 opens with a much 
smaller movement of cotton than has been 
shown in either last year or year before. 

The statement covers the past sveek and 
the fifat eight days of the season, making 
the amount of the American cotton crop 
brought into sight for the week 48,661, against 
64.804 in September, 1892, and 106,869 the 
same time in 1891. For the eight days of 
September the movement into sight has been 
48,920, against 70,801 and 121,873, showing a 
falling off of 31 per cent from last year, and 
60 from the year before.

Macon, G2., September 8.—(Special .)— 
The announcement from Washington that 
Conmissioner Miller has issued a circular 
to the effect that the certificates of deposit 
that are being issued by many of the banks 
of the country are taxable at the rate of 
10 per cent, creates no alarm or uneasiness 
among the banks of Macon. In the first 
glace bankers here say that the coilection 
of the tax will not be enforced, and even 
if epforced by the commissioner that 
congress Would remit the tax in view of the 
great emergency that required the issuance 
of the certificates of deposit. Congress 
knows What the finaneial stringency has 
been, and would not force the banks to 

ay a tax for having given the people relief. 

The only banks in Macon that have is- 
sued these certificates of deposit are the 
Exchange bank and the Union Savings 
Bank and Trust Company. The amounts 
that bave beem issued by these banks are 
small. The I:xxchange has issued only elev- 
en thousand dollars’ worth, and 
the Union Savings Bank and Trust Compa- 
ny has issued only four thousand dollars’ 
worth, a total of $15,000 for the 
two banks. The two banks have already 
retired about half of the amount that has 
been issued, and do not expect to issue any 
more certificates as they have an abund- 
ance of currency, and can get all the sup- 
ply needed. The emergency for the certiti- 
cates has passed away. Not a dollar of the 
certificates has been used in moving the 
cotton crop or paying for cotton, or paid 
the farmers. The certificates were simply 
used in the city as a circulating medium, 
and were intended to serve only temporari- 
ly, so currency could be paid for cotton. 
The certificates that have bean issued in 
Macon have been used principally by rail- 
roads and industrial establishments in pay- 
ing employes. Even if the 10 per cent 
tax is imposed it would work no hardship, 
so far as Macon is concerned, because of 
the sinall amount of certificates that have 
been issued here. 

A Keceiver Appointed. 


A few days ago Mr. Miser Wood tobac- 
conist and railroad ticket scalper, assigned 
to Mr. KR.

Mr. Wash- 
gion returned to Macon today at 11:30 
ociock with an order from Judge Hunt 
temporarily setting aside the assignment, 
and appointing Mr. KR. M. Smith as tem- 
porary receiver. ‘The hearing is made for 
september 30th, before Judge Bartlett at 
Macon. Mr. Washington went to Griffin 
to get Judge Hunt to sign the order because 
Judge Bartlett is absent from the city. 
Messrs. Steed and Wimberly, and other 
lawyers representing certain creditors, 
join with Mr. Washington in his bill for a 
receiver. Mr. J. A. Thomas represents 
Mr. Wood. The ease s liable to awaken 
considerable interest because of the alle- 
gations yn the bill for a receiver.

Big Meeting at Macon. 

Clerk W. G. Smith, of the board of 
county commissioners, has in his possession 
a letter from Rev. Jchbu Watts, culored, 
of Waycross, that had been received by 
Ordinary ©. M. Wiley and turned over 
to Clerk Smith. Rev. Watts is chairman 
of a committee of colored citizens of Way- 
cross and asks for the tse of the superior 
courtroom to hold a large mass meeting of 
the colored people of Georgia on October 
17th to consider the crime ot rape of which 
so maby begroes are guilty. The commis- 
sioners will act on the letter of request 
at their next meeting and will, no doubt, 
grant the use of the courtroom for the pur- 
poses named. Enclosed in the jetter was 
the call for the meeting, a copy of which 
is here published. The call is dated at 
Wavceross and addressed “Io the colored 
citizens of the land.” It reads as follows: 

Here Is the Call. 

Whereas. We, the colored -citizens of Way- 
cross. Ware county, state of Georgia, in pub- 
lic meeting assembled to consider a very Se- 
rious question, viz: The crime of rape which 
is being constantl®” committed by a certain 
unprincipied element of our race, and of the 
consequent Inyching and cremation of the vic- 
tims: and. whereas, this state of things has 
become so widespread, so prevalent and de- 
piorable: ana whereas, we believe that it is 
expedient that some action be taken to sup- 
press the crime, and if possiblé to put a stop 
to lawless mobs, therefore be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this meet- 
ing that these ends can best be obtained by 
a united effort upon the part of all leading aud 
influential men of the race, and be it further 

Resolved, That there be held for this pur- 
pose a public and representative meeting in 
the city of Macon, Ga., early in October,. this 
Year. the date to be hereafter given tbrough 
the press of the state, there to consider and 
devise the best means for the accomplishment 
of the object set forth in these resoiut ops.

JUSTICE COURT JOTTINGS. 


Judge Manning's term of office expires dur- 
ing the present month, and the grand jury will 
recommend his successor this morning. Sev- 
eral candidates are in the field, and the judge, 
who desires a re-election, will have to bestir 
himself in a lively manner in order to over- 
come his opposition. 

That officer, realizing the need of action, 
has been hard at work for several days, He 
was engaged yesterday afternoon, when a 
representative of The Oonstitution entered 
his office, in looking over the list of names, 
which he had secured by way of endorse- 
ment. 

“Do you see ths paper?’ he said, holding 
it up in his hands. “Well on that paper 
will be found the names of four hundred bus- 
iness men in Atlanta who have litigated in 
this court. Nearly exery man I have been to 
see has given me his signature, and this is 
the endorsement which I will present to- 
morrow to the grand jury.’’ There was _a 
look of confidence on the judge’s face as he 
spoke, and he seemed to feel, with the back- 
ing of the business men of Atlanta, that his 
chances were good before the grand jury. 

Judge Manning has now worn the ermine 
for several years. He lms made an excellent 
officer and his court has been a popular foruva 
for the trial of small cases. He has a strong 
and influential backing in the community and 
the opposition will have to be well organized, 
and get up. at Gaybreak, in order to beut 
him. Among those who will have a band in 
the fight this morning are ex-sheriff Perker- 
son, and Colonel J. N. Bateman. These are 
good men for tne office and if the jury sees fit 
to ignore the claims of Judge Manning, they 
ean hardly go astray by nominating either 
one of these two. 

After the recommendation is made by the 
grand jury the appointment will be made. 
in proper time, by the judge of the superior 
court, 

It may be stated fn this connection that out 
of the four justices in the city, two of them 
hold their positions by appointment and twa 
by election. Those by apyointment’ are Jus- 
tice A. A. Manning and Justice J.°G. Rlonat- 
worth. Those by election are Justices E. H. 
Orr and S. H. Landrum. The former are no- 
taries public and by reason of that appoint- 
ment, are ex-officio justices of the peace, with 
the same jurisdiction. 

In Judge TLandrum’'s court nothing of any 
special interest transpired yesterday. The 
judge keeps busy with bis routine work. but 
no cases of special interest are now on the 
docket. 


Judge Orr had a peculiar case before him, 
in one sense of the word, yesterday. The 
attorneys, Harralson and Gowdy, were suing a 
negro by the name of Burt Wyatt for a fee. 
While the trial was in progress, the attorneys 
decided to swear Wyatt against himself. He 
refused to be sworn. The judge ordered him 
to hold up his right hand and take the oath. 
He objected and said he didn't know what 
they wanted him to swear to. Finally Justice 
Orr threatened to send him to jail unless he 
took the necessary oath. Wyatt then did so, 
but what he swore to was diametrically op- 
posite to what was wanted of him. Judge 
Orr found for the plaintiffs. 


Justice Pioodworth had a case something 
on the same order before him yesterday. A 
negro boy and a woman were arrested on a 
warrant charging them with assault with 
intent to murder. The name of the boy was 
Alfred Bussey and that of the woman was 
Mary Shields. Alfred Bussey was bound over 
by Justice Bloodworth, but Mary, the negro 
woman, was released. It seems, however, that 
she was wanted on another warrant, and 
she was arrested for cheating and swindling. 
She was sent to jail pending her trial. 

About two weeks ago Justice of the Peace 
Orr performed a very extraordinary marriage 
ceremony, which he has been keeping a 
secret. The contracting parties were a mute 
aud a half mute. Mr. W. DV. Dougherty, who 
is a shoe manufacturer of Cordele, Ga., was 
the groom, and Miss Neilie Bean was the 
bride. They were aarried at the home of 
Miss Anderson. Judge Orr had all the ques- 
tions written on payee before performing the 
ceremony, and the answers were put in 
writing by the contracting parties. 


The cases of Oscar Turner and Will Dickin- 
son, who were tried befere Recorder Calhoun 
yesterday afternoon for assaulting Jacob 
Wildeburger, will be tried before Judge Orr, 
Warrants have been sworn out against the 
two and their trial will occur next Tuesday 
afternoon. 


W. B. Tunstell swore out a warrant against 
R. E. Foster. charging him with having ap- 
pripriated money that did not belong to him. 
Judge Orr dismissed the case. 


STATION HOUSE SUNDRIES. 


The case of Emma Martin, charged with 
writing decoy letters to Mrs. Jennie Belciber, 
was dismissed by the recorder yesterday. This 
disposal of the matier was by mutual consent 
of all parties. 


There has been a considerable increase of 
night lodgers at the station of late, a visi- 
ble evidence of the hard times elsewhere, as 
most of them were newly arrived strangers. 
Quite a number of the more worthy have been 
assisted by the officials iu getting jobs. 

Oscar Jenkins, the negro who is under ar- 
rest for burgiarizing the house of Mr. Will 
Hall, made a clean breast of it to Captain 
Crim yesterday. The detectve has also suc- 
ceeded in recovering most of the property. 

There is a great deal of interest at police 
headquarters ip the candidacy of Dr. W. E. 
Foute for justice of the peace in the north 
Atlanta district The -doctor is an old and 
valuable member of the department, and de- 
servedly popular with all. Ilis friends are 
working hard for him, and urging his eminent 
qualifications for the office. 

“Some bartenders in this city."”’ remarked 
Captain Thompson last night, “fare going to 
get themselves ‘Into serious trouble through 
selling whisky to Indans from the United 
States barracks. It is against the law, al- 
though that fact js not generally khown. I¢- 
norance of the law, however, won't save the 
offenders if they get into the United States 
court.’ 

Will Blalock, a young negro who has been 
emplored in carrying meals to the prisoners 
at the station house. and who is dubbed the

HALF THE COMMUNITY UNDER ARREST 


One Half the Settlement Are on the Bonds 
of the Others—Deputy Marshals and 
Collectors Are Kept Busy. 


Calhoun, Ga., September 8.—(Special.)— 
One solitary moonshine still stuck away 
among the hills and operated by an old 
decrepid man has involved a whole commu 
nity in trouble. 

About a month ago revenue officers cap- 
tured and destroyed a small still four 
miles east of Calhoun. The still was in 
charge of an old man named Veal, a vete- 
ran moonshiner from Lumpkin county. 
Veal and his son were arrested and carried 
to Atlanta and lodged in the moonshine 
stockade. 

This did not please old man Veal, who felt 
that the community in which he worked 
at his trade had betrayed him and he at 
once set about securing the names of all 
who ever bought liquor from him. He was 
released from prison and went to Dalton, 
where he now is and where he gives to the 
commissioner every day a new batch of 
names. Warrants are made out and sent 
here to Deputy Marshal Bud Turner. One 
by one every person who has ever removed 
even a half pint of Veal’s moonshine from 
his still is gathered in. Forty arrests have 
resulted so far and still they go on. One 
half of the community is on the bonds of 
the other half. Every morning for almost 
two weeks a party of prisoners, bondsmen 
and marshals has boarded the train here 
for Dalton, where all of the preliminary 
eg are held before commissioner Ham- 
liton,

some Important Changes of Schedules 
on Atlanta Local Lines. 


AN EARLIER TRAIN FROM AUGUSTA 


The Western and Atlantic Takes Off the 
Rome Express— Other Railroad 
News and Gossip of a Day. 


This seems to be a season for sudden 
changes in railroad schedules as well as in 
the weather. 

It has, indeed, been right difficult lately 
for the traveling public to keep posted 
op the arrival and departure of trains, so 
many changes have been made, so many 
trains taken off entirely and so many local 
trains put on to build up the home patron- 

e. 

The taking off of the Nancy Hanks by 
the Central, the discontinuance of the fast 
train, as it is known, on the Georgia road, 
the change made by the East Tennessee 
in its Cincinnati limited, the change of the 
night schedule on the Atlanta and West 
Point and the flactuation of the schedule 
of the Rome and Marietta trains on the 
Western and Atlantic—all have had a ten- 
dency to indicate that the schedule fixers 
of the roads have been flirting with their 
crews, sending them out today at one time 
and tomorrow at another. 

Things have been so unsettled in _rail- 
road circles there has been much good 
reason for these changes, and the passen- 
ger men of all the lines are to be thank- 
ed for their efforts to so adjust these sched- 
ules as to suit the people as best they can 
while subserving the interests of the roads, 

The Georgia road was criticised at first 
for taking off the fast train. ‘The criticism 
was manifested chiefly in Augusta where it 
was claimed that the change worked more 
to the interest of Atlanta’s trade than 
that of Augusta. 

There was a meeting in Augusta the other 
day of the representative business men and 
the management of the Georgia road was 
asked to fix u more satisfactory schedule. 
General Manager Scott met the business 
men and told them that be was ready and 
willing to do what was right. He said he 
wanted to get such a schedule as the peo- 
ple al] along the line wanted and would do 
it after experimenting with the present 


schedule. 

The people all up and down the line seem 
to want a morning train to Atlanta, and 
it is said on good authority that the gener- 
al manager of fhe road will start such a 
schedule next Sunday. It is said that 
something like the old schedule will be run 
from Augusta to Atlanta making the train 
that now leaves there at noon, leave there 
at an early hour in the morning and reach 
Atlanta about 1 o'clock as the fast train 
used to do. 

An Augusta paper has the assurance that 
some such change will be made and speak- 
ing of better schedules on the Georgia 
road says: 

“They will come in due time, for Manager 
Scott.declared that he was experimenting 
to see what was demanded by the people, 
and what was best for the interests of the 
road. If the fast train did not pay, the 
people did not ride on it, it would be fool- 
ish to expect the Georgia road to keep it 
up. If the people prefer and actually do 
ride og the noon train, it would be more 
foolish to change it.”

IT DIES SOON AFTER ITS BIRTH

Many Atlanta Physicians Examine the 
Curious Anatomical Specimen, and 
Pronounce It a Medical Prize, 


A human monstrosity that will create a 
sensation in the medical world as an ana- 
tomical wonder was born in Atlanta day 
before yesterday and died immediately af- 
ter its birth. 

It was a child with but one chest but two 
pair of perfectly developed legs and two 
pair of arms, and had it lived it would 
have taken rank among such anatomical 
specimens as Chang and Eng, the famous 
Siamese twins and Mille. Christine. 

As it is, the child will be preserved in 
alcohol and will be considered one of the 
greatest human curiosities known to the 
medical profession. 

Yesterday, no less than fifty prominent

physicians of the city viewed and examined 
the child and pronounced jt a veritable 
wonder. 

The monstrosity is at Dr. Curtis's dru 
store on the corner of Broad and Mitche 
streets, and that place was the center of 
interested groups of physicians throughout 
the day yesterday. 

The child is the offspring of negro pa- 
rents, its mother being Lizzie Grant, of 
No. 27 Battle street. The father is a 
day Jjaborer 

It weighs fifteen pounds, and is of nor- 
mal size. The head is large and well form- 
ed and js covered with bair. The features 
of the face are perfectly developed, as are 
the bust and arms. The arms are especial- 
ly well developed and are of good size. 

Below the ribs two bodies begin and are 
finely developed. One is the body of a fe- 
male; the other of a male. ‘lwo arms are 
in the normal place and two grow out froi 
between the ribs and hips. ‘The four legs 
are even larger than normal size and grow 
out from the hips. 

One of the strangest things about this 
strange piece of bumanity is the arrange- 
ment of the digestive organs. These or- 
gans are located outside the abdominal cav- 
ity, as are the heart and liver. The lungs 
are in their proper place in the chest. There 
is but one spina] column. 

The child died immediately after birth, 
and Dr. Curtis, who was present, took it 
to his place of business and placed it in 
a@ giass jar filled with alcohol. Ue placed 
it in charge of Dr. E. L. Griffin, a young 
graduate, who invited scores of physicians 
to look at it. : 

Among those who saw and examined it 
was Dr. R. W. Westmoreland, and view- 
ing it from the standpoint of a physician, 
he stated that it had but few equals in 
the history of monstrosity. He regarded it 
as a rare and valuable curiosity. 

Dr. C. A.- White, formerly professor of 
anatomy in one of the Atlanta colleges, 
said that he had searched through the medi- 
eal books and encyclopedias and had _ fail- 
ed to find any record of a similar specimen 
in existence anywhere. 

“Tt would be a fine subject for dissection,” 
said he, “but is too valuable as an anatome- 
ical wonder for that. I have never, in my 
experience, seen anything lik: it. As a 
monstrosity, it far outranks many I have 
seen in museums. It would be a great 
addition to the museum of the Smithsonian 
institute at Washington. 

The curiously formed child is the object 
of much interest and study on the part of 
Atlanta’s physicians. Dr. Griffin prizes 
it very highly on account of its value to

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A Remarkable Scene Witnessed at Wash- 
ington Heights Night Before Last. 


THERE WAS NO SERMON PREACHED, 


And the Meeting Was One of Strange Hap- 
penings—It Did Not Break Up Until 
Morning— W ere Strangely Moved,

A remarkable meeting was held near 
Washington Heights, in this city, night 
before last, and it has stirred up no little 
excitement in that neighborhood. 

For two or three weeks a revival service 
has been in progress in that locality, the 
meetings being held in a small Methodist 
church. 

These meetings have been well attended 
and several conversions, under the preach- 
ing of Rev. Mr. McCarthy, who bas had the 
revival in charge, have been effected. On 
a small scale it was one of the most sue- 
cessful meetings ever conducted in that 
part of the city. 

But to come to the real point of the story. 
The pastor of the tittle church, and those 
who assisted him in the meetings, had 
steadily prayed for an outpouring of the 
spirit. They desired to have an exceptional 
manifestation of divine approval and to 
this end their efforts, as well as their 
prayers, were directed. cach meeting was, 
in itself, an evidence of the divine presence, 
but this was not exactly what the little 
congregation wanted. 

As the meetings were drawing to a close 
the pastor, in consultation with the mem- 
bers, decided to hold a final service, at 
which time no sermon was to be delivered 
and the meeting, if such a resuit could be 
effected, was to be in the hands of the 
Holy Spirit. 

The story is given from the account of 
an eyewitness, and the subject matter is 
one of unusual solemnity. It was desired 
to make the meeting a love feast and to 
give all the privilege of expressing the feel- 
ings by which they were moved, The meet- 
ing, as planned, was looked forward to 
with much interest and at last the expected 
hour arrived. “2 

The church was crowded to overflowing. 
The meeting ‘had searcely been in progress 
an hour when the scene presented was one 
of rare occurrence. To an outsider it seem- 
ed that the members of the little church 
were affected by a wild and uncontrollable 
delirium. They moved about in an aimless, 
and to all appearances, an irresponsible 
manner, amd the sound that went out of 
the windows to break the stillness of the 
night air, was one of intense rejoicing. The 
sound of voices could be distinctly heard 
all over the neighborhood, and many who 
had retired for the night, and were not 
apprised of the nature of the meeting, put 
on their clothes and started to the place 
from whence the sounds proceeded , ‘They 
remamed in breathless astonishment, as 
they watched the proceedings, for nothing 
of the kind, in its weird and unwonted ex- 
citement, had ever before been witnessed. 
It was, perhaps, as late as half-past 11 
o'clock when a man happened to be pass- 
ing in that neighborhood, and was attract- 
ed to the scene of the meeting. He watched 
the proceedings for several minutes and no- 
ticed that several young men were mov ng 
about in the congregation, endeavoring to 
persuade the older ones to go home. ‘The 
hour was getting late and the night was 
closeiy bordering upon the new day, and 
yet the meeting appeared to be at its full 
height. They refused to go, in spite of the 
most urgent appeals, and not until reduced, 
by the expenditure of strength, could they 
be prevailed upon to quit the meeting. 

At last the sounds were hushed, and 
when the breath of the surround’ng atmws- 
phere was at last still, the faint gray 
streakings of dawn appeared in the east. 

The meeting was the only. talk of the 
neighborhood yesterday morning and many 
theories were reverently advanced. As to 
the solemn character of the service every 
one was agreed. It was another Pente- 
cost, and those who attended the meeting 
and came under the magic spell of its in- 
fluence, say positively that they were mov- 
ed, as never before in their Uves, by the 
irresistifle power of the Holy Spirit.
